Lived Witlioat a Brain. 


A William-sport man has surprised tho 


scientists by living for years without a 
-brain. 
John BIy, aged 20 years, who died 


recently, hud sulTored for a long time with 
a tumor, which grew Into the very base of 
tho Itnilu aud occasioned hie death. The 
growth had a visible effect upon bis brain, 
and tho case became a curiosity to the 
medical profession. 
The tumor was ^in- 


bedded too dvoply into tho brain tissues to 
admit nf au operation. It was found that 
tbo tumor was nearly as large as a billiard 
ball. It was so located as to demoralize 


coD=o<]uei)ce, young BIy was blind for ever 
threo years. 
It was developed at the autopsy that the 


entire brain bud been hollowed out byitbe 
action of the tumor. Tbe cavity wits at 
least 5 inches In length and was llllod with 
pus. 
All that was loft of tlie brnln was a 


thin shell, composed of the tougher tissues, 
which were less susceptible to tho process 
of decay. 
When au Incision was made iu 


tbo fihull, the whole moss collapsed. 


Tho circumstance which mado the case 


almost unprecedented In tbe annals of 
medical science was tbo manner In w) Ich 
tho patient retained his rationality and 
faculties uudi.r the circumstances. Ho bad 
the senses or touch, tasto, bearing and 
smell, had very tolerable control of hie lo- 
comotor imivius, con Id talk, and, In fact, 
was coin naruiively discommoded In no wtb- 
erwuy than by the loss of vision. His re- 
tention of memory was remarkable. Ho 
was able to memorize poems up to within 
two wooks of his death.—Wllkesbarre Rec- 
ord.
